New Method for Distribution of Sugar 
for Canning Becomes Effective Today 

A change in the method of dis¬ 
tributing the year’s supply of can¬ 
ning sugar to housewives of this 
area becomes effective Thursday 
(today), it was announced by Paul 
Barksdale D’Orr, OPA District 
Ration Chief. 

"Under this .new ruling, after 
today, housewives will be free 
to apply to their OPA Board for 
the full 20 pounds of canning su¬ 
gar for each member of their 
household holding a ration card,” 
says D’Orr. “Previously, the plan 
had been to issue half of the total 
supply before July 15, and the 
rest after that date. 

“Here in Southern California, so 
many fruit crops ripen early, and 
so many housewives planned to 
concentrate on these early fruits, 
that this change was introduced.” 

The method of securing home 
canning sugar remains the same,

by land and sea and air, for the protection 
of women’s auxiliaries to our forces, for our young 
sons and brothers in the services, that their older 
comrades may set them an honorable example, for 
workers in industry, men and women, young and 
old, and for protection for workers' children, for 
the families, relatives, lovers and friends of those 
who are serving, for the chaplains that they may 
be faithful ministers, for the sick, the wounded 
and the dying, for those engaged in civil defense, 
for those who fear danger from the air and those 
who suffer from the raids, for doctors, surgeons, 
nurses and orderlies, for all who minister in mercy, 
for prisoners and refugees and the homeless in 
every land, for those we have not remembered, 
for our enemies, and for a just and lasting peace. 

Our prayers must not be only for victory. As 
David Lawrence said, “it is a two-way circuit. 

The individual who does not change his own life, 
who continues in the pursuit of selfish interest 
and individual gain without thought of his fellow- 
man, or who asks God to judge his cause favor¬ 
ably without at the same time examining his own 
conscience and his own errors, is not getting the 
true meaning of prayer. The same is true of a 
nation. The American people are praying to God 
for victory, for success in arms, for the safe re¬ 
turn of the fine young men who are fighting over¬ 
seas. But are the same Americans pledging them¬ 
selves to a course of action in the future that will 
make them deserving of the victory they crave 
today? Are the leaders of the people, the Repub¬ 
licans and Democrats, the executives and adminis. 
trators, the legislators and judges, the men and 
women who lead in civilian life, ready to accept 
their primary responsibility if victory does come? 

Or are they going to slip back to the selfish atti¬ 
tude which asks in annoyance whenever a problem 
of human brotherhood arises: ‘Am I my brother’s 
keeper?’ Unless prayer is accompanied by reso¬ 
lution to alter one’s life, to live in humbleness 
instead of in an aggressive or selfish egotism, 
prayer can be just words.”

Rev¬ 
elation was made that after 24 
months of continuous and expand¬ 
ing service—not one V-Mail letter 
has been lost. It was estimated 
that the use of his microfilm 
method of correspondence lias 
saved or made available for other 
vital cargo, approximately 9,000,- 
pounds of cargo space. The Na¬ 
vy's V-Mail- stations are mobile 
units that move into strategic 
areas with advancing combat out¬ 
fits. They are spearheads of the 
postal service, traveling with 
fighting men into New Guinea 
and Attu, into New Caledonia and 
Samoa, into the farthest outposts 
where mail is the most important 
of morale-builders. Equipment to 
reproduce letters went into Tara¬ 
wa with the second wave of as. 
sault troops. Forty such posts 
have been established by the 
Navy throughout the world during 
the past year.

Finish the Job 

Draft uncertainties and labor difficulties are not 
the only complexities which make for the current 
confusion on the work-front. As the need for 
planes, ships and guns tapers off somewhat from 
the peak demand of a fe v months ago, the long 
shears of contract termination, wielded in Wash¬ 
ington, are contributing to a jumpy job barometer. 

According to the State 'Division of Labor Statis¬ 
tics, the number of aircraft workers in California 
has dropped by 32,400 since he employment peak 
recorded in April a year ago. The March decline 
totaled 8900. And since last September, the top 
shipbuilding month, that industry’s payroll has 
fallen 20,300. Total wage earners in all California 
manufacturing industries, according to compila¬ 
tions of the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce, 
decreased 20,900 in the month of March. 

With this employment drop-off in certain indus¬ 
tries, the War Manpower Commission is still busily 
recruiting more workers for specific categories. 
Yet the number of persons collecting unemploy¬ 
ment insurance and other social security benefits 
is increasing simultaneously. 

Officials charged with the conduct of the war 
are giving sound advice when they urge war work, 
ers to stay by their machines— and not to be stam¬ 
peded into seeking other work on the assumption 
that war plants will soon shut down. There is 
still a tremendous job of war production to be j

A Timely Warning 

With a severe housing shortage throughout the 
nation, and an insistent demand for stepped.up 
farm production, it is only natural, perhaps, that 
homes and farms are bringing top prices on the 
real estate market.

John H. Fahey, commissioner of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Administration, warning against 
“run-away prices” an l inflationary mortgage lend¬ 
ing. recently declared: “With prices on existing 
homes far above normal because construction has 
stopped on houses for all except war workers, 
jYiortgjges in unjustifiable amounts are incieasing 
in cities and towns throughout the country." From
